“From now on, if German or Italian 
v ess els of war enter the waters, the 
protection of which is necessary for 
American defense, they do so at their 
own peril, 
“The orders which I have given as

States Army and Navy are to carry out 
that policy 
(maintaining freedom of 
I lie s e a s » —at once.” 
The new “shooting” 
orders 
mean 
that units of the Atlantic patrol, which 
heretofore had instructions only to re­ 
port in plain English the presence of 
Axis craft 
in United States defense 
waters, now will seek out and destroy 
these vessels. 
The President made his momentous 
statement of this nation’s new policy 
to one of the largest audiences which 
ever has listened to a statesman. His 
address was carried throughout this 
country over three major networks.

In the capital, movie theatres su s­

Mr. Roosevelt said his obligation as 
President “is historic; it is clear; it is 
inescapable.” because the Nazi danger 
to the western world ‘‘has long ceased 
to lie a mere possibility.” hut is “here 
now.” 
“The American people have faced 
other grave crises in their history— 
with American courage and American 
resolution.” he said. “They will do no 
less today,” 
Mr. Roosevelt related recent attacks 
upon and sinkings of American ships, 
and placed the blame squarely at Ger­ 
many's door. 
He listed sinkings of the merchant 
ships Robin Moor in the South Atlan­ 
tic 
May 
21, 
the 
American-operated 
Panamanian ship Sessa 
off 
Iceland 
August 17 and the Steel Seafarer in 
the Red Sea last Friday. He revealed 
that

submarine— not 
British 
or 
American— sought to maneuver itself 
into position to attack an American 
battleship in the North Atlantic last 
July and told of the unsuccessful at­ 
tack on the United States destroyer 
Greer off Iceland last Thursday. 
Mr. Roosevelt said this “unrestrict­ 
ed submarine warfare in 1941 consti­ 
tutes a defiance— an act of aggression 
— against that historic American (free­ 
dom of the seas) policy.” 
“It is now clear that Hitler has be­ 
gun his campaign to control the seas 
by ruthless force and by wiping out 
every vestige of international law and 
humanity.” tile President declared.

'I he American people can have no illu­ 
sions about it.” 
lie said the attack on the Greer was 
“one determined step towards creating 
a permanent world system based on 
force, terror and murder.” 
“ Because of these episodes, because

movements and operations of 
German warships, and because of the 
Clear, repeated proof that the present 
government of Germany has 
no 
re­ 
spect for treaties or for international 
'Jaw. that it has no decent attitude to­ 
ward neutral nations or human life— 
we Americans are now face to face 
not with abstract theories but with 
cruel relentless facts.” 
The time has come, Mr. Roosevelt 
said, when we must tell “these Inhu­

unrestrained seekers

conquest and permanent world domi­ 
nation by the sword,” that they can go 
no further. 
Diplomatic note waiting is futile in 
dealing with “these international out­ 
laws who sink our ships and kill our 
citizens,” he declared.
